75,000 Salk Vaccine 
Shots Reported Stolen 


MONTREAL (AP)—Health offi- 


cials were puzzled and shocked 
today by the theft of 75,000 shots 
of emergency Salk vaccine sent 
here to help check a polio epi- 
demic. 


Officials said four masked gun- 


men who robbed a research cen- 
ter of 10,000 vials Monday would 
have a hard time selling the vac- 
cine—even though it is valued at 
550,000. 


The vaccine must be kept at 


40 degrees Fahrenheit or it will 
degenerate after 48 hours. If giv- 
en then it could cause a violent 
reaction, but doctors said it would 
cloud over and could be spotted 
easily. 


Officials said the theft is a se- 


vere blow to the anti-polio cam- 
paign.

School integration has started 


in several Southern cities without 
the violence which marked the 
opening of classes in some sec-

An increasing number of Negro 


youngsters are trudging off to in- 
tegrated schools. They are ex- 
pected to be joined by others later 
this week and next. 


The changes are mostly in the 


upper and border states. Ala- 
bama, Georgia, Louisiana, Miss- 
issippi and South -Carolina are 
holding firm»to traditional sepa- 
rate schools for white children 
and Negroes. 


Potential trouble at the Dollar- 


way School District near Pine 
Bluff, Ark,, has been postponed 
temporarily. The Sept. 8 opening 


date was put off until after a hear- 
ing Sept 21 in St. Louis on an 
appeal from an integration order 
by a federal judge. 


The advance of at least token 


integration in many parts of Dixie 
has been accompanied by a bar- 
range of law suits. In Virgnia the 
massive resistance pattern ap- 
pears to have been replaced by a 
policy of maximum containment- 


Integrated schools open in sev- 


eral cities today including Arling- 
ton, Va., and Nashville, Tenn. 


Classes also start at the pre- 


viously all - white elementary 
school at Sturgis, Ky., where 44 
Negro children registered Monday 
under a federal court order to in- 
tegrate all Union County elemen- 
tary schools. 


Cancer Patient 
May Be Victim of 
Hoax Over Estate 


PITTSBURGH (AP)—A report 


that a Pittsburgh cancer victim 
had inherited 2 million dollars 
from a rich uncle in Scotland may 
be a hoax. 


Mrs. Felic Naccarelli, 46, who 


says she has only one year to live, 
claimed Monday she had received 
a- notice telling her she was the 
heiress of the vast estate of John 
Lennon of Aberdeen. 


A search of Scotland has located 


no JohnyLennon; no one has died 
there recently leaving anything 
like 2 million dollars to an Ameri- 
can, and no former marine engi- 
neer by the name of Lennon who 
helped design the Queen Mary 
and Queen Elizabeth ocean liners 
—as John Lennon was supposed 
to have done. 


Mrs. 
Naccarelli was slated to 


fly to Scotland to claim her heri- 
tage but the trip appears highly 
doubtful now. 


Her-"husband. Ji Pittsburgh ce- 


ment contractor, said today the 
estate "may- be two million—it 
may be two hundred dollars, I 
don't know." 
-Neither of the Naccarellis was 
exactly sure where the two million 
dollar figure came from. Mrs. 
Naccarelli said she thought she 
recalled that a New ^ork attor- 
ney telephoned with the news. 


There was another report that 


two telegrams arrived from two 
Scottish aunts of Mrs. Naccarelli's 
telling her that her uncle was 
dead and asking her to come to 
Scotland.

Thirty-Day Outlook for 
Weather Above Normal 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 


Weather Bureau says its 30-day 
outlook for September calls for 
temperatures to average above 
seasonal normals over the western 
half of the nation and also over 
the Middle and North Atlantic 
states. 


Greatest departures from nor- 


mal are expected over the North- 
em Plains and the Far Southwest, 
the bureau added Monday. Near 
Normal temperatures are antici- 
pated for the remaining area ex- 
cept for below normal in the Mid- 
dle Mississippi Valley. 


Precipitation is expected to ex- 


ceed normal over the eastern 
third of the nation but be deficient 
over the western half. In the re- 
maining areas normal rainfall is 
indicated, the bureau said.

New York Police

NEW YORK (AP)—Police Com- 


missioner Stephen P. Kennedy has 
assigned 1,400 extra police to pa- 
trol duty from other jobs in an 
effort to stop the bloody teen-age 
clashes that have claimed four 
lives in a week. 
- He announced the move Monday 
night, and at the same time re- 
leased statistics showing a steady 
increase in youthful crime in the 
city. 


The figures on arrests for people 


under 21 since the year began 
show 57 for murder or man- 
slaughter and 197 for rape. 


Four youths were charged with 


homicide in the latest outbreak, 
the fatal stabbing of two 16-year- 
old boys in a playground Sunday. 


Police said the trouble started 


when an 18-year-old boy offered 
marijuana to the 39-year-old moth- 
er "of another boy. 


Kennedy's figures showed that 


more than 8,000 youths under 21 
have been arrested for felonies in 
the city since Jan. 1. For those 
under 16, arrests were up almost 
15 per cent over last year. For 
those from 16 to 20 the increase 
was more than 12 per pent. 


Kennedy said th'e extra police 


will be on the streets in "trouble 
spots" during the danger, hours- 
from 6 p.m. to 2 a.m.

taxation, as much as any other 
factor, brought about the doom of 
prohibition. .

Mr. Richael has been riding 


a bicycle for 47 years. 
He 


started when he was in high 
school so that he could earn 
some money delivering pack- 
ages for the Eaker ajid Johnson 
dry goods store during sum- 
mer vacations. He smiles when 
asked why he took to bikes. 


Economy. No gas bills or gas 


tax, no major repair bills, per- 
haps now and then a tire. He 
has bought only two bikes in 
his life. The first one he bought 
when 18 years old. He rode it 
for 26 years. 
He bought his 


present one on Nov. 18, 1934. 
Hew does he remember the 
date? . Mr. Richael just hap- 
pened to make a note of it in 
a. book. He would have kept 
his first bike but mechanical 
progress forced purchase of a 
new one. 
He could not buy 


cones and bearings 
for the 


wheels on the first one. 


A veteran of the Army in- 


fantry of World War I, when 
he served in Prance, Mr. Ri- 
chael is married to the former 
Iva Belle Churchill, a native of 
Warren.

The first wagontoads of dead 
jid wounded returned to the Ger- 
nan border at dawn Sept. 1, 1939. 
Ldolf Hitler had announced his in- 
'asion of Poland a few hours be- 
ore. \Vorid War II — ~^vith its 
nountains of dead—was on. 
The immediate cause was con- 
roversy over the city of Danzig 
md the Polish Corridor, which 
litler insisted must be reunited to 
lis Third Reich. 


A world steeped in present-day 
erisions finds it difficult to re- 
:apture the moods and events of 
hat day. 


Briefly, six signposts pointed to 


^'orld War U—Manchuria. Zthi- 
>pia, the Rhineland, the Spanish 
3vil War, Austria end Czecho- 
slovakia. 


Each sign, in its way. illustrat- 


ed the disunity of world powers 
md their failure to act in tune- 


Thejirst aggression was in Man- 


ihuria in September 1931. The 
Japanese eventually took over 
Manchuria and put Henry Pu-yi, a 
former Manchu emperor, on the 
throne. 


China appealed to the League 


if Nations. Japan withdrew from 
he League. U.S. Secretary of 
State Henry L. Sbmson called for 
Mllective action, hut no world 
power was^ prepared to act. 


Hitler, riding a crest of massed 


swastikas and supported by street 
rowdies and storm troopers, came 
to power m 1933 


By that time it was clear Japan 


uad successfully challenged the 
League. Hitler's fellow dictator in 
Etaly, Benito Mussolini, presented 
the next challenge. 


Eager to avenge old defeats and 


expand his empire, he attacked 
Ethiopia in 1935. Mussolini's am- 
bitions directly concerned Britain 
and France. But France failed to 
support Britain. 


In March 1936 Hitler's goose- 


stepping 
soldiers 
entered 
the 


Rhinelsr.A. 


Britain's Stanley Baldwin now- 


failed to support France. France 
mobilized troops along the Ger- 
man frontier but did not act. (It 
was discovered later that Hitler 
was prepared to evacuate the 
Rhineland if French troops moved 
in.l 


Events were marching so fast 


•that they were stepping on each 
others' heels. The Spanish Civil 
War started in 1936 as a rightist 
revolt against a popular front gov- 
ernment. It soon developed into 
an international testing ground for 
World War U. 


This conflict ended in 1939 only 


five months before the start of 
World War U. Hitler already had 
taken his first steps oe foreign 


j conquest. In 1S3S he summoned 


I Austrian 
Chancellor Kurt 
von 


Schuschnigg and c o w e d him. 
Schuschnigg agreed to a c c e p t 
Nazis in his government. 


The rest was easy. Within a 


month, the ansehluss of Austria 
with Hitler's Reich was arranged 


^ by telephone from Berlin. Schusch 
' nigg resigned and Hitler flew to 
Vienna to receive the frenzied 
''hells", of Austrian Nazis. 


The stage was set for the final 


aggression before World War IT. 


Nasi propaganda began a drum- 


fire against Czechoslovakia. A 
German minority in the Czecho- 
slovak Sudetenland was alleged to 
be persecuted. The surrender of 
the Sudetenland and its prized 


border fortifications was demand- 
ed. 


Hitler's threats in defense of the 


Sudeten Germans found sympa- 
thy in Britain and France.^Prime 
Minister Neville Chamberlain be- 
lieved it possible to appease Hit- 
ler by granting his demands. He 
and French Premier Edouard Da- 
ladier flew to Germany to meet 
Hitler and Mussolini. The result 
was the Munich -agreement of 
Sept. 30. 193S. which called on 
Czechoslovak President* Eduard 
Benes to yield the border areas. 
Benes' requests for British and 
French assistance were turned 
down. 


Chamberlain hailed the agree- 


ment as guaranteeing "peace in 
our time." His hopes were soon 
dispelled. Benes, under pressure 
trom both Germany and Poland, 
resigned. On March 14. 1939, his 
successor. President Emil Hacha, 
was summoned to Berlin and 
threatened with the destruction of 
Prague by air. Next day Czecho- 
slovakia was declared a protec- 
torate of Germany. 


Appeasement discredited. Brit- 


ain and France were belatedly 
aroused. Poland, it seemed ob- 
vious, v as in line for attack. They 
declared they would go to Poland's 
assistance, and they entered into 
negotiations in Moscow for a simi- 
-lar promise from the Soviet Un- 
ion. 


But the Soviet Union was sus- 


picious. Amid the negotiations- 
Moscow announced on Aug. 21 a 
10-year treaty of neutrality and 
nonaggres-sion with Germany- 


Hitler had a free hand with 


Poland for 10 years, so far as the 
Soviet Union was concerned- He 
attacked at the end of 10 days.

NEW YORK (AP)—Are you a i 


bit weary of heavy dramas show- | 
ing the Negro in violent conflict 
with the white world? 


Well, so is Harry Belafonte. 
"There have been too many 


lately," he said. "I'd like to be 
ir. a Gary Grant type of picture— 
something light and frothy. 


It seems to me audiences would 


welcome a Negro in an easygoing, 
delicious, humorous storj. I'm 
not talking about the Amos and 
Andy kind of thing, but something 
more sophisticated—about an av- 
erage guy with an average ]ob in 
an average situation, but one 
filled with humor." 


Belafonte, who has been ac- 


claimed as-one of-the greatest Ne- 
gro performers of his generation, 
made it clear he wasn't forsaking 
the area ot heavy drama alto- 
gether. 


One of his goals is to produce 


and star in a life of Alexander 
Pushkin, the father of Russian 
literature, who was part Negro. 


"I'm lucky—I can afford to be 


selective," said Belafonte, whose 
gross income is reported to be in 
the pleasant neighborhood of a 
million dollars a year. 


"I'm fortunate in that I can 


make my living in television, con- 


certs and my record albums. This 
gives me a free hand in picking 
movie roles." 
i 


Unlike some earlier stars of his 


race, Belafonte hasn't become 
embittered by success. 


"Racial conflict* is not a major 


part of my personal life, but it 
still of course is a major part of 
my social life," he said. 


''I can choose whom I want to 


meet and be with — and Gov. 
Orval E. Faubus of Arkansas 
isn't one of them. 


"I am angry about many things 


but I am bitter at none, because 
I see progress being made. If it 
weren't for that progress, I'd 
probably be very bitter, too.'1 


At 32, he says his biggest worry 


is he'vvon't live long enough to do 
all the hings he wants to. 


Belafonte would hke to be a top 


dancer, top writer, top painter, 
top sculptor. 


"I feel a tremendous frustration 


if I do a thing wrong, a tremen- 
dous elation when I do it right." 


Belafonte, who has been mar- 


ried twice, has three children. 


"To me, children are the most 


important thing in life," he said. 
"There isn't anything in my ca- 
reer, done or undone, that means' 
half as much to me as they do."

ers." 


"At times ws 
don't

enough power," Corey related, 
"but you can overdo it." The 
county enforcement officer said 
that wardens have the right to 
look in an auto or creel or any 
other place a fisherman may be 
hiding fish.

j present powers, "we'd have to 
• see a fisherman catch an illegal' 
fish before we can take them" 
in for prosecution, Corey said.

Less Severe Plan 
For Regulation 
Of Plastic Bags 


HARRISBURG (AP)—The House 
has approved a less severe plan 
for regulating 'plastic bags than 
one approved earlier. 


By a vote of 1SO-11 the House 


Monday night sent to the Senate a 
bill requiring warning labels on 
bags with a combined width and 
length of 23 inches and one-one 
tousandth' of an inch or less in 
thinness. It is still in Senate Com- 
mittee. 


Under the new plan, sale or dis- 


tribution of such bags without the 
warning label would be subject to 
a 550 fine. The other plan proposed 
a S500 fme for any sale, use or 
distribution of these bags 


The warning label would advise 


of the danger to children from 
suffocation in the- bags. 


The legislation was intended as 


a safety measure following an in- 
crease in nationwide reports of fa- 
tal accidents involving small child- 
ren. 


The thinness of the plastic has 


been stressed because the thinner 
material—which has a g r e a t e r 
dinging ability—is regarded as a 
greater hazard.

Forester Offers Advice on 
Conservation Reserve Plan 


Farmers who qualify for par- 


icipation in the 1960 Conserva- 
ion Reserve Program have an 
ipportunity to reduce burden- 
some crop surpluses and, at the 
same time, plant their land in 
-aiuable trees, according to an 
Lnnouncement 
by 
Allegheny 


National 
Forest 
Supervisor 


John E. Franson. 
• "State forestry representa- 
tives," continued Dr. Franson 
'are glad to advise farmers as

>f trees which are best suited 
:o a particular area. County 
Agricultural Stabilization offic- 
ss will supply tae name and lo- 
:ation of the nearest State for- 
jstry office." 
This will be the fifth year of 


Jje Conservation Reserve Pro- 
gram',- Tinder which farmers con- 
iaet to withdraw general crop- 
:and from, production and pro- 
:eet it with conservation prac- 
tices for periods ranging from 
J to 10 years. The 1960 pro- 
gram will be 
essentially the 


same as the 1959 program, fex- 
:spt that less new acreage will 
ue taken into the program than 


last year—only about 5 million 
acres nationally as compared 
with nearly 13 million acres last 
year. 


As in previous years, the 1960 


program xvill be conducted on 
an offer-and-acceptance 
basis. 


The first step is for the farmer 
to inform -his local Agricultural 
Stabilization and Conservation 
office of the land he wishes to 
place in the program and to re- 
quest that a basic per acre rate 
be established for that land. 
These rate requests may be filed 
at the county office beginning 
August 24 and must be filed not 
later than September 10 if the 
farmer wishes to be considered, 
for a 1960 contract. 


At this point, the county 


committee will 
establish 
the 


rate—setting it 10 per 
cent 


higher if all eligible cropland on 
the farm is to be retired. After 
the basic rate has been estab- 
lished, the farmer may apply 
for a contract at any figure be- 
low that rate. In the event that 
the county receives more con- 
tracts than it can accept, prior- 
ity will be given to the farmer 


•who offers hi*-land at the low- 
est rate compared with the es- 
tablished basic fate for his land. 
For example, if the basic rate 
on a farmer's land la set ;at 
$12.00 per acre, he will have.A. 
better chance of receiving a 
contract if he offers the land 
at 59.00 per acre than if he of- 
fers it at $10.00 or more. 


For-most farms, placing land 


under contract vrill require a 
corresponding acreage 
reduc- 


tion in grains and' row crops, 
.which are known as Soil Bank 
base crops. The per-acre rate 
will be earned" each year 
the 


contract is in effect. In addi- 
tion, the farmer can receive a 
cost-share payment ot assist.in 
the establishment: .of approved 
conservation uses on his land.
